SNOWSTORM IN WASHINGTON; 
BONUS SEEKERS PUT TO WORK 


Foot Deep Covering Is Heaviest 
Fall in 10 Years; 3000 
Clearing Streets. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17. — A 
steady snow tonight had covered 
Washington a foot deep, delaying 
traffic but giving thousands of 
men jobs clearing the streets. 

Jt had fallen since early morning 
at a rate of about an inch an hour. 
It is the heaviest fallin 10 years 
but was not expected to equal the 
1922 mark of 28 inches. 

The district of Columbia late in 
the day called for more than 3000 
men Ao clear streets and sidewalks, 
using 150 trucks and 45 snowplows 
to keep main streets and sidewalks 
clear. This brought cheer to the 
crowded missions and shelters. 

Among those who found jobs 
were many bonus-seeking veterans 
who a few days ago marched on 
Congress with petitions. They 
marched up the hill again today 
and were given work clearing the 
walks. Another similar detachment 
was cutting into the drifts around 
the White House doors, 

The snowstorm hit Baltimore, too. 
It was the heaviest fall for Decem- 
ber in 45 years, with the Weather 
Bureau predicting 18 inches by 
morning. All shipping was at a 
standstill. 


GARNER OPPOSES TWO-WEEK 
HOLIDAY RECESS FOR CONGRESS 


Speaker Thinks Session Should Be 
Resumed Tuesday of 
Next Week.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Hold- 
ing out for a three-day Christmas 
recess for Congress, Speaker Gar- 
ner today gave to newspaper men 
his views of Yuletide holidays in 
general. 

“My idea is that everybody who 
has got a job will be mighty glad 
to have a vacation from Friday 
until Tuesday, and that the eight 
or 10 million people out of work 
would be mighty happy to have 
three days of work,” he said. 

“T can’t understand why Con- 
gressmen, fresh from, home and 
knowing the .conditions, should 
want a two weeks’ vacation.” 

Garnér wants Congress to recess 
Friday and return Tuesday, but 
some legislators want to return not 
until after New Year's. 


AMY JOHNSON LANDS IN FRANCE 


Assured of New Record on Home- 
ward Flight.

—Amy Johnson reached here at 
4:03 p. m. today on her flight from 
Cape Town to London and was bit- 
terly disappointed because she had 
not cut the record for that flight

at 6:30 a. m. today. She reached 
here six days and eight hours after 
taking off from Cape Town. She 
telephoned to her husband, Capt. 
J. A. Mollison, that she would not 
resume her flight to England until 
10 a. m. tomorrow. While Miss 
Johnson failed to equal her own 
record-breaking flight which she 
made southward from England to 
South Africa, she is assured of a 
new record for the northward jaunt.

Witness Asserts It Was Ger- 
ard Swope’s Business, 
Not His, ‘to Find Out 
About Responsibility. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—Owen D. 
Young, chairman of the General 
Electric Co., testified again today 
in the bankruptcy proceedings of 
the Insull Utility Investments, Inc. 

He underwent further examina- 
tion by Lewis F. Jacebson of Chi- 
cago, counsel for petitioning cred- 
itors, concerning Young’s knowl- 
edge of the Insull financial struc- 
ture at the time the General Elec- 
tric lent Samuel Insull $2,000,000 in 


December, 1931. 

This was Young’s second and last 
day as a witness in the hearing be- 
fore Referee John Joyce, at which 
Jacobson has sought to fix an ap- 
proximate time when New York fi- 
nancial interests knew of the im- 
pending collapse of the Insull util- 
ity structure. 

Young said that last February in 
a conversation with the former Chi- 
cago utilities magnate, he learned 
that Insull was not able to meet his 
obligations. . 

Young reiterated previous testi- 
mony that he did not question In- 
sull as to what he wanted the 
money for. He said that he and 
General Electric's Executive Com- 
mittee knew that Insull was under 
heavy obligations, but that he was 
a big customer and it was not un- 
usual for him to want to borrow a 
million or two. 

“Had he borrowed large amounts 
from the company in the past?” 
Jacobson asked. 

“Between 1912 and 1915 in the 
early days of the Middle West Se- 
curities Co., I believe it was, the 
General Electric Co. loaned Mr. In- 
sull some money,” Young replied. 

“What was the amount of the 
loan at that time?” “I can’t re- 
call. I was not chairman of the 
board at that time.” 

$400,000 Securities Put Up. 

It was brought out that Insull 
put up securities valued at $400,000 
as security for the $2,000,000 loan. 

“With the market and stocks go- 
ing up and down,” said Jacobson, 
“didn’t younfigure that $400,000 that 
was good on Dec. 11 might be in 
the red on Dec. 12?” 

Young agreed that he did, but be- 
cause Insull agreed to guarantee 
the note personally he expected him 
to “margin up” on the collateral if 
such a condition arose. 

“That was all taken up in the 
original conversation with Mr. In- 
sull,” Young said. 

Jacobson then asked questions 
tending to determine whether 
Young knew Insull was bankrupt at 
the time of the loan negotiations. 
Young said he didn’t know Insull 
was in any financial difficulties at 
that time. 

“You believe Samuel Insull is 
broke now, don’t you?” Jacobson 
asked. 

“T suppose he is,” Young replied. 
“T have not probed into his private 
affairs.” 

“Didn't you know,” Jacobson per- 
sisted, “that Mr. Insull was finan- 
cially irresponsible in December 
when he offered his endorsement to 
you for the loan; that he was 
broke?” 

“No,” Young replied. 

“Wasn't it your business to find 
out about the financial ability of 
borrowers from your company?” 

“Mr. Swope’s Business.” 

“T didn’t consider myself respon- 
sible for following out the details 
of the financial arrangement,” 
Young said. “That was Mr. Swope's 
(Gerard Swope, president of Gener- 
al Electric) business primarily, not 
mine” 

The Insull Utility Investments, 
Inc., was thrown into receivership 
on April 16 after Chicago and New 
York bankers had attempted to 
“freeze” bank loans for a _ six- 
months period in. an effort to pre- 
vent the receivership. Young tes- 
tified yesterday that he had -per- 
sonally taken part in efforts to ef- 
fect a “standstill agreement,” 
whereby the banks would not make 
demands for additional collateral 
for half a year. He called on offi- 
cers of the Irving Trust Co. and 
the Central Hanover Bank and 
Trust Co., which had shown a dis-

Check Back Work Now. 

The first canvass of prospective 
contributors has been virtually 
compléted and the work from now 
on will be largely a matter of go- 
ing back over the lists, seeking 
larger contributions from those 
who have already given and gifts 
of some sort from those who have 
previously refused. 

The employe division is leading 
the campaign organization so far 
in the percentage of its quota 
raised, and is the only division ex- 
pected to exceed its quota.. Its rec- 
ord at the last meeting was $620,- 
490, or 60 per cent of its quota. The 
tabulation for this division includes 
only the gifts of employes, the con- 
tributions of the companies for 
which they work being listed in the 
totals of the general division or in 
the larger subscriptions division.

U.S. DERIIT FOR YEAR 
UP TO $1.142.473.000 


$418,764,000 Placed in Sink- 
ing Fund for Public Debt 
Retirement. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 17. — The 
Government increased its deficit for 
the fiscal year to $1,142,473,015 on 
Dec. 15, placing $418,764,000 in the 
sinking fund for public debt retire- 
ment. - 
On that date the Government had 
collected from all sources $876,693,- 
402, and had spent $2,019,166,417. 
Secretary of Treasury Mills in his 


annual report to Congress estimat- 
ed that the present fiscal year 
would end in June with a deficit of 
$1,644,344,757, if the payment to the 
sinking fund were made. 

By Dec. 15 last year the deficit 
was $1,252,631,150. By the end of the 
fiscal year the Government was 
nearly $3,000,000,000 in the red. 

While the contribution to the 
sinking fund is mandatory, there is 
no required date for transferring 
it. At the time the money was de- 
posited in that fund the Govern- 
ment had paid out $574,751,094 on 
maturing one-year notes and had 
received, on sale of securities, 
$674,812,900. 

The general fund collections, in* 
cluding taxes, customs and miscel- 
laneous receipts, had totaled since 
July 1, $834,062,350, while the ex- 
penses, including sinking fund and 
interest, mounted to $1,975,300,256, 
leaving a net general fund deficit 
of $1,141,237,905. 

Income tax collections from July 
1 to Dec. 15 totaled only $236,154,- 
196, as compared with $407,255,530 
a year ago. Miscellaneous internal 
revenue amounted to $362,506,120, 
as compared with $249,975,016. Cus- 
toms duties brought in only $1238,- 
995,288, against $184,338,492. 

The miscellaneous receipts regis- 
tered collections under the new 
billion-dollar tax law.

BLAST. WRECKS 
FOUR- FAMILY 
FAT BOLDIN 


Were Away at Time— 
Fireman Hurt. 


An explosion destroyed the two- 
story, four-family flat building at 
1841 O’Falion street, a few minutes 
before 10 o’clock last night. 

No one was injured in the wreck- 
ing of the house, owned by Ignazio 
La Rosa, who was the only occu- 
pant of the building. He lived on 
the first floor with his wife and 
two children, but all were away 


Rosa told policemen they had not 
been at the house since 7:30 a. m. 
yesterday. 

Police and Fire Department offi- 
cials believed, from their first sur- 
vey of the burning ruins, that an 
accidental explosion of gas wrecked 
the building. Fire Chief de Voto 
said, “It looks like gas to me. It 
does not look like a bomb explo- 
sion. The whole thing went at 
once.” 

Chief de Voto estimated the loss 
at $5000 on building and $3000 on 
contents. The building was insured. 

City detectives waited for fire- 
men to extinguish the fire, so that 
they could make a closer search 
for the cause of the blast. La 
Rosa, who runs a fruit store at 
1432 Biddle street, was questioned 
by the police. He said his family 
had been at the store through the 
day and evening. 

Windows of adjoining houses, and 
of a house across the street, were 
shattered by the explosion. It did 
not appear that any of the adja- 
cent buildings had been damaged 
structurally. : : 

At 1835 O’Fallon, two doors east 
of the explosion, Sam Renda, who 
lives at 1829, was just saying good- 
night to the family of Mrs. Anna 
Camprise, when .the explosion 
came, and a sheet of fire arose 
from the wreck. He helped the 
family to the sidewalk, where other 
neighbors joined them. None had 
smelied gas, so far as was learned, 
and none had anything which 
might indicate the placing of a 
bomb or other explosive. —

PHILIPPINES 


Hawes - Cutting Bill Is 

‘Adopted After Provision 
for Plebiscite Is Stricken 
Out and Quota on Sugar 
Is Lowered. 


MEASURE IS SENT 
TO CONFERENCE 


President Hoover’s Veto of 
Independence Legislation 
as Passed by the Upper 
House Is Said to Be 
Inevitable. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Free- 
dom by 1944 for the Philippine 
Islands was voted today by the 
Senate in the face of warnings that 
President Hoover would veto the 
legislation. 

The measure, sponsored by Sen- 
ators Cutting (Rep.), New Mexico, 
and Hawes (Dem.), Missouri, was 
approved without a roll call. 

It now goes to conference with 
the House, which last session over- 
whelmingly approved a bill by Rep- 
resentative Hare (Dem. ),. South 
Carolina, granting independence in 
eight years. 

The vote, coming after 10 days 


of debate, made it the first time 
any kind of independence legisla- 
tion has received the indorsement 
of both branches of Congress in 
ite years of agitation of the ques- 
on. 
Radical Difference in Bills. 

The bill differs radically from 
‘that passed by the House, 

The latter approved a measure 

to withdraw American sovereignty 
eight years after final enactment 
and meanwhile duty-free imports 
into the United States of sugar, 
coconut oil and hemp products, 
chief exports of the Filipinos, would 
restricted, 
The Senate bill not only lengthens 
the transition period in which the 
islanders may become accustomed 
to quasi-self government, but low- 
ers the quotas on sugar and coco- 
nut oil, and provides that when the 
islands by vote approve a Consti- 
tution this shall be deemed an ex- 
pression by them for irrevocable 
freedom. 

It was the substitution of the 
latter provision for the original 
Hawes-Cutting clause calling for 
withdrawal of American sovereign- 
ty only after the Filipinos had vot- 
ed for independence at the end of 
the 12-year period that led some 
Senators to predict a presidential 
veto. | 

Change Called “Indefensible.” 

The question of adopting a con- 
stitution would arise, under the 
bill passed today, as soon as the

Leaders in Upper Branch of 
Congress Confident Reso- 
lution Will Be Approved 
There This Session. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Senate 
leaders formulated plans today for 
consideration of prohibition repeal 
shottly after the Christmas recess, 
provided the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee now working on a_ repeal 
resolution is prepared to report by 
that time. 

Meanwhile, House prohibitionists 
began formulating plans to fight 
the Democratic beer bill, with the 
center of their attack directed at 
the 3.2 per cent alcoholic content 
provision. 

Senator McNary, assistant Re- 
publican leader, said the repeal 
question probably would be next on /| 
the Senate program after disposi- 
tion of the Glass banking Dill 
scheduled to come up Jan. 5. 

Meanwhile Chairman Blaine of 
the Judiciary Subcommittee fram- 
ing the resolution said that group 
would speed its work. He said he 
was not sure, however, when the 
committee would be ready to re 


port. 
Dry States’ Protection. 

It already has agreed tentatively 
on the wording of a clause to pre- 
vent liquor from being shipped into 
dry states, but has not decided how 
the resolution should be submitted 

the states, or whether an effort 
should be made to outlaw the 
saloon. 

Senate leaders are confident a re- 
peal resolution will be approved in 
the Senate at this session, but its 
final fate, they say, is up to Speak- 
er Garner in the House, who has 
indicated he will not allow any- 
thing but straight repeal to be con- 
sidered. 

Collier Is Confident. 

Efforts are to be made by pro- 
hibitionists to reduce the beer al- 
‘cohol percentage to 2.75 and to 
place further restrictions on the 
method of distribution by amend- 
ments. 


Expressing confidence that the 
measure will meet with House ap- 
proval, Chairman Collier of the 
Ways and Means Committee said, 
however, there is no doubt an 
amendment will be offered to re- 
duce the alcoholic content. He 
said he expected at least 126 Demo- 
crats to support the bill as it 
stands. 

Representative Christophers6n 
opposition to the Democratic pro- 
posal for submission’ of repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment, said he 
was “certain an amendment will be 
submitted to cut the alcoholic con- 
tent (of beer) to 2.75 per cent.” He 
said it had not been decided who 
would propose it. 

Speaker Garner said “the House 
will get as much’ time as it wants 
to consider the beer bill,” and ex- 
pressed the opinion the measure 
would be disposed of in that branch 
before the Christmas holidays. 

Representative Snell of New 
York, Republican leader, declined 
to say whether he would support 
the measure, but said it was “not 
an issue to be fought out on party 
lines.” 


“I believe it will pass, but I don’t 
know yet,” Representative Rainey 
of Illinois, the Democratic floor 
Jeader said. “There will be a fight" 
against the alcoholic centent and 
probably some other provisions.” 

Representative Milligan of Mis- 
souri, assistant Democratic whip, 
said that on the basis of an incom- 
plete poll, indications were that’ a 
majority necessary to secure pas- 
sage would answer the roll call. 

Last spring the O’Connor-Hull 
beer bill was defeated in the House 
228 t@ 169. Eighty-five Democrats 
and 84 Republicans supported the 
measure and 112 Democrats and 
116 Republicans voted against it. 
It requires only a majority for pas- 


sage. 
Milligan said, however, that some 
of the Democrats and Republicans 
who voted for the repeal proposal 
on the first day of Congress would 
not favor the beer bill, but, on the 
other hand, a few who voted in 
opposition would support the Col- 
lier measure. The repeal amend- 
ment, requiring a two-thirds major- 
ity for adoption, was defeated 272 
to 144, or by six votes. 
Representative Lea (Dem.) Cali- 
fornia, leader of the wine bioc, 
said that under House rules, an 
amendment to the beer measure, to 
legalize wine, would not be ger- 
mane, and that his group would 
seek of wine through 
an amendment to the bill if and 
when it reached the Senate.

Debt Problem Waits.

nation a promise that debts would: 
be revised.

The import quotas, which their

The United States also reserves 
the right to retain its present mili- 
tary, naval and other reservations 
in the islands, and that after inde- 
pendence is complete, the United 
States may obtain, by lease or pur- 
chase, any additional territory in 
the islands it may deem necessary. 

Attitude of Filipino Mission. 

The Philippine Legislative Mis- 
sion which since last January has 
been fighting for independence 
here, was elated at the Senate vote 
today, but dissatisfied with provi- 
sions of the bill excluding Filipino 
immigration and the low total for 
duty-free sugar importations. 

Speaker Manuel Roxas of the In- 
sular House, as joint chairman of 
the mission, said tonight he and 
proponents of the islanders’ cause in 
the Senate would fight “to the last 
ditch” to have the immigration and 
sugar consideration changed when 
the bill is altered in conference 
with House leaders. 

It was learned tonight that a 
tentative agreement has been made 
between Senate and House friends 
of independence to work in confer- 
ence for final approval of the bill 
containing the immigration limit of 
100 annuaNy, and 850,000 long tons 
of duty-freé sugar imports as con- 
tained in the bill passed by the 
House last session. 

With these considerations {nelud- 
ed in the final draft of the bill, the 
Filipino delegation would feel that 
its work of the last 11 months had 
been well rewarded, it was indicat- 
ed after Senate adjournment today. 

The mission has endeavored to

“1, A quickening of public inter- 
est to the' end that private adjust- 
ments between mortgage holders 
and their debtors be made as quick- 
ly as possible and on terms com- 
mensurate with the ability of the 
debtor to pay. 


“2. With respect to the relation- 
ship of the Federal land banks to 
farmers who have executed mort- 
gages through their own farm as- 
sociation, it is recommended that 
the Federal Land banks should 
have all ‘possible legitimate assist- 
ance in caring for deserving bor- 
rowers who have become delin- 
quent in their pavments. 

“3. It is recommended that arbi- 
tration boards be established, to 
which boards debtors and creditors 
can apply for assistance in making 
necessary readjustments. 

- “4, It is recommended that Fed- 
eral funds set up for the purpose 
ofthe reconstruction program 
shall be shared with agriculture in 
refinancing mortgage indebted- 
ness.” - 

To Stop Foreclosures. 


Explaining that a permanent pol- 
icy, “possibly involving the co-ordi- 
nation or reshaping of the services 
of existing credit agencies, depends 
somewhat on the plans of the in- 
coming administration,” the state- 
ment added that “the immediate 
problem is to stop foreclosures in 
so far as possible during the next 
six months.” 

Any plen, the leaders said, 
“should require all Federal Land 
Banks to refrain from all foreclos- 
ures for a period of six months, ex- 
cept where there has been an actual 
abandonment, and in so far as pos- 
sible to make adjustments with 
debtors.” 

A long-time program for aid to 
agriculture is to be worked out by 
the farm leaders for presentation to 
the Roosevelt administration after 
March 4. 


, Mules for Settlement. 


Recommending that a debt ad- 
justment commission be set up in 
each agricultural county to operate 
under Federal authority and to be 
composed of “competent, public- 
spirited citizens serving without 
pay,” the committee suggested the 
following rules for reaching an 
equitable settlement: 

“1. No mortgage would be fore- 
closed as long as the farm owner 
continues to pay annually toward 
taxes and interest an amount equal 
to the customary landlord’s share 
from the farm.

A study of the expenditures for 
relief of unemployment and desti- 
tution in St. Louis this year and of 
estimated requirements for 1933 in- 
dicates that the.need is growing

As the foundation for this year’s 
relief work, with an average of 25,- 
000° families on the relief rolls and 
about 125,000 workers out of jobs, 
there was the $4,016,000 of volun- 
tary private subscriptions to the 
Community Fund, Crisis Committee 
and other organized charitable 
campaigns. 

To this was added §4860,043 ap- 
propriated by the. municipal: gov- 
ernment of St. Louis out of funds 
raised by various special taxes. 

The remainder, about $625,000 
comes from the funds borrowed by 
Gov. Caulfield for the city from the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion. Of the R. F. C. item, $353,- 
581.06 has been received and there 
is a balance of $275,348.94 in the 
loan authorized, which the City ex- 
pects to receive and turn over to 
relief agencies this month. 

Two Sources for 1933. 
For 1933 the’ United Relief Cam- 
paign combines the efforts of the 
various groups which heretofore 
have: sought voluntary private sub- 
scriptions. The objective of this 
campaign is $3,850,000, which is 
far short of estimated needs. For 


the remainder, the city’s relief bond 


issue of $4,600,000 is relied upon, 
making a total fund of $8,450,000 
sought for next year’s needs: 

Out of the $4,600,000 relief ‘bond 
issue, $3,600,000 is intended for di- 
rect relief and $1,000,000 for so-called 
work relief. The Board of Alder- 
men has passed a resolution asking 
various departments to submit 
proposals for projects to be fi- 
nanced out of the work relief fund. 
The various institutions which 
participate in the voluntary funds 
will not share in the bond issue 
funds, and, of course, all bond 
money is to be spent in the city. 
In the voluntary funds, St. Louis 
County citizens share both as con- 
tributors and recipients.

As a 
Democrat, I’ am afraid now that 
this plan with all its theories and 
ramifications will, unless there is 
an imiprovement in world condi- 
tions, do to Mr. Roosevelt what the 
Farm Board did to Mr. Hoover.” 

Farm. Editor Testifies. 

His remark, made just as C. V. 
Gregory of Chicago, editor of the 
Prairie Farmer, was concluding tes- 
timony in behalf of the plan to pay 
a bonus to producers of the four 
great staple commodities, brought 
the reply from the witness that 
“unless something is done the price 
of hogs in 1933 will drop below $2 
hundred pounds.” 

Gregory confined himself to a 
statement of how the allotment 
pian would apply to hogs, explain- 
ing that the benefit and the pro- 
cessing tax would take effect grad- 
ually, beginriing at one-half cent a 
pound and increasing to 2 cents. He 
recommended paying farmers $4 an 
acre to reduce their corn acreage

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Large reductions in State salaries 
and abolition of many boards and 
commissions are proposed in bills 
being prepared by the Committee 
on Taxation and Governmental Re- 
form of which State Senator D. L. 
Bales is chairman. 

The committee’ s report was given 
out today by Senator Bales, who 


said the bills to make its recom- 
mendations effective would be in- 
troduced early in the session of the 
Legislature which convenes Jan. 4. 
Ten members of the Legislature 
--five from the Senate and five 
from the House—comprise the com- 
mittee, and all but two will be in 
the next General Assembly. It is 
not an official committee, however, 
but is a voluntary organization 
sponsored by the Missouri.Farmers'’ 
Association which paid its expe 
Hearings were conducted in vario 
parts of the State by the committee. 
Governor’s Salary Unchanged. 
The report contains a long list of 
State positions for which salary re- 
ductions are proposed. Salaries of 
the Governor and other elective 
State officers would not be reduced, 
but would remain $5000 for the Gov- 


ernor and $3000 for Secretary of: 


State, Treasurer, Auditor, Attorney- 
General and Superintendent of 
Schools. To each would be added 
$1500 annually as compensation for 
serving on the Board of Permanent 
Seat of Government. This $1500 al- 
lowance would take the place of 
certain fees these officers now re- 
ceive. 

Salaries of various chief clerks 
and secretaries would be reduced 
from $2800 to $2400, and $1200 would 
be made the standard for stenog- 
raphers, many of whom are now 
paid $1800. 

It is proposed to reduce salaries 
of Judges of the Supreme Court 
from $7500 to $6500 and of com- 
missioners of the Court from $7500 
to $4500. Appellate Court 00 to 
would be reduced from $6000 to | 
$5500 and Appellate Court commis- 
sioners from $6000 to $4500. 

The Public Service Commission 
members would be reduced from 
$5500 to $4800, the general counsel 
from $4500 to $3600 and the secre- 
tary from $3600 to $2400. Various 
other heads of departments receiv- 
ing from $3000 to $5000 would be 
reduced $1000 or ‘more. 

50 Pct. Cut for Chief Engineer. 

The report recommends a salary 
cut of 50 per cent for the Chief 
Engineer of the State Highway 
Department, from $10,000 to $5000, 
and a reduction from $7500 to $4000 
for the Assistant Chief Engineer. 

Drastic reductions in the educa- 
tional institutions are recommend- 
ed; the president of the State uni- 
versity from $12,500 ‘to $6500; pres- 
idents of the State Teachers’ col- 
leges from $6000 to $4000; deans of 
the State university from $7000 to 
$4800. 

Circuit Judges in all circuits ex- 
cept St. Louis, St. Louis County, 
Jackson County and Buchanan 
County would be reduced from 
$4700 to $4200, but in St. Louis their 
salaries would be $6000, instead of 
the present $5500 plus $2500 as 
members of the Board of Jury Su- 
pervisors. It is recommended the 


' Circuit Clerk in St. Louis be re- 


duced from $5000 to $4500. 

The report contains salary reduc- 
tion recommendations for many po- 
sitions which also are recommend- 
ed for abolition through consolida- 
tions or elimination, the reduc- 
tions to be sought if reorganization 
fails. 

Suggested Reorganization. 

The boards of dental examiners, 
nurse examiners, barber examiners. 
and embalming would be abolished 
and their functions assigned to. the 
state Health Commissioner. The 
Department of Labor and Industrial 
Inspection would be abolished and 
its functions assigned to the Work- 
men’s Compensation Commission. 
In many. cases commissions of 
three or more members would be 
abolished and one . commissioner 
would be provided instead. 

Altogether there are 45 recom- 
mendations for outright abolition of 
boards or bureaus, or for consol?- 
dation with other bodies. 

Senator Bales said in his report 
that his committee had assurances 
of support for these. recommenda- 
tions from numerous members on: 
the Legislature. 

Members of the committee, in 
addition to Bales, who is a Demo- 
crat, are Senators A. M. Clark 
(Dem.), Richmond; J. G. Morgan 
(Rep.), Unionville; J. M. Joffee

They are 
complaining of Judge Faris’ action 
in appointing receivers in a later 
suit, filed by a creditor, after hav- 
ing denied their. petition, arfd while 
a rehearing of their petition was 
pending. They appealed Thursday 
to the Court of Appeals for per- 
mission to file application for a writ 
of mandamus, or prohibition, or cer- 
tiorari, or all, against Judge Faris. 
Judge Faris, who was directed to 
show cause why the filing of the 
proceedings ‘should not be permit- 
ted, did not appear in person. His 
written return was signed by E. T. 
Miller, counsel for the receivers, 
and W. Frank Carter, as his attor- 
neys. 
Judge Faris said the petition con- 
tained duplicity, in that it asked re- 
lief by one or more of three wholly 
distinct and different extraordinary 
writs. He then replied to charges

Faris said, was proper, because of

Supreme’ Court Upholds Decision | | 


of Judge Hartmann That Gen- 
eral Law Applies. : 

The suit of E. P. Farris, contest- 
ing the re-election of William Kay- 
sing as Republican Committeeman 
of the Fifteenth Ward, -was set 
yesterday for Jan. 5, before Circuit 
Judge Calhoun. The setting is in 
a suit under the general election 
law. 

Previously Farris sued under the 
primary law, but Circuit Judge 
Hartmann held that such law did

| made for an appeal. His ruling was 


affirmed Friday by the Missouri Sus 
preme Court, which also affirmed 
his decision in the contest suit of 
Clarence Hammond against Charles 
M. Reardon for Democratic Com- 
mitteeman in the Twenty-third 
Ward. 

In the Hammond-Reardon case 
Judge Hartmann ordered a recount, 
as the petition was filed under the 
proper statute, as he viewed it. 
Reardon asked the Supreme Court 
to prohibit the lower court from 
enforcing its order, but the higher 
court overruled the plea, which was 
a request for a writ of mandamus.. 

Harry Troll, attorney for Farris, 
said yesterday he expects to obtain 
an immediate recount on the pres- 
ent petition, which charges irregu- 
larities.

Extraordinarily enough, mechan- 
ical development seems to thrive 
equally well on deflation and in- 
flation. When times are “pros- 
perous,’’ it is intelligible that new 
plant of all kinds shotia be laid 
down in abundance; but equally, 
it seems, when times are ‘‘de- 
pressed,’’ new plant is, if not laid 
down in such abundance, intensi- 
fied by-.inventive economy in 
terms of productivity. Such, for

Fiscal Year of 1934 Must Be 
Paid Out for Interest.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17. 
P goes the national debt, and, by the 
same token, up goes the amount that the 
Government must raise through: taxes to 
pay the interest on the National debt. 

At the first of this month the debt was 
about $20,806,000,000. In the 29 months 
from June. 30, 1930, when the halcyon years 
of government surpluses were brought to an 
end by the general (and hence the Govern- 
ment’s) depression, to Dec. 1, 1932, there was 
added to the public debt the staggering sum 
of more than $4,500,000,000 —- a greater 
amount than all the Federal expenditures for 
a year. 

The increase in the debt during this 29- 
month period was at the.rate of more than 
$159,000,000 a month, or more than $5,- 
300,000 a day. 

In still other words, the debt during this 
calamitous period of deficits grew at the rate 
of $3680 a minute. 


$7000-a-Minute Rise 
in Last 12 Months. 


The figures are even more striking when 
reduced to term of the last 12 months. In 
that .time the debt has mounted by about 
$3,500,000,000, or at the accelerated rate of 
nearly $300,000,000 a month, or $10,000,000 
a day or $7000 a minute. 

The debt is still growing—it is growing 
by the minute as this is written—and it will 
continue on the upgrade as long as the Gov- 
ernment shows a deficit. For the Govern- 
ment. is like any private busines; when the 


—~, 


course is had to’ borrowing. In the ease of 
the Government there is, of course, an al- 
ternative not open to the private citizen. The 
Government controls and hence can inflate 
the currency. With this drastic device we 
are not here concerned. Both the major 
parties are pledged to the maintenance of a 
sound money system. Short of _ inflation, 
there is no way in which the Government can 
meet its current obligations except by moft- 
gaging the future. There can be no halt 
in this process until the Federal budget is 
brought into approximate balance. 

The Treasury this week, for example, bor- 
rowed $600,000,000 on new issues of one- 
year certificates and four-year notes in or- 
der to help meet maturing notes of $604,- 
000,000 and $100,000,000 in interest on the 
public debt. 

For the current fiscal year, ending June 
$0, 1933, President Hoover has estimated a 
net deficit of more than $1,146,000,000. With 
this huge shortage in. prospect, it is estimated 
that the national debt by June 30, 1933, will 
reach a total of $21,426,000,000, or $169 
for every persdén in the United States, and 
that only by rigid economies, plus further 
taxation, can a further increase be averted in 
the fiseal year ending June 30, 1934.

This interest charge of $725,000,000—an 
impregnable item in the yearly budget— 
amounts to more than 22 per cent of all the 
estimated expenditures of the Government for 
the fiscal year 1934 exclusive of the sum de- 
voted to statutory debt retirement. Debt re- 
tirement is figured out of the equation the 
cause it partly offsets the creation of new 
debt. The President’s budget estimates for 
1934 will make this clear:

The table shows what a tremendously big 
item, both actually and relatively,.iw the in- 
interest charge in-the national budget. The 
relative importance of the item has increased 
as the total expenses of the Government 
have decreased, and this progression upward 
must continue until the Government gets out 
of the red and begins reducing the interest 
charge by paying its debts. 

Let us examine briefly the history of the 
national debt, After the Revolutionary War, 
our total foreign and internal indebtedness, 
including the obligations of the states as- 
sumed by the Federal Government, was 
about $71,000,000. This was all retired by 
1832. In the Civil War cycle, the debt grew 
from practically nothing at the start to a 
peak of $2,766,000,000 at the end. Gradual 
réduction followed, until by 1892, or 27 years 
after the war, the debt had reached its low 
point of less than a billion dollars. 
 Thereafter-it was never more than $1,- 
436,000,000. (in 1899) until the Wdsld War 
shot it skyward to a peak of about $26,500.,- 
000,000 on Aug. 31, 1919. This however, 
Was at a time just prior to a tax payment 
period and was about a billion in excess of 
the real debt. The peak at the.end of any 
fiscal year was $25,482,000,000 on June 390.

The government 
we adopt must be capable of giv- 
ing the people or the democracy 
exactly those measures which are 
good for democracy. 

There is the occupational vote, 
Take a shoemaker. Shoemakers 
have got to make a number of 
shoes for the nation.

Would Refund Federal Debt. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE indebtedness of the Federal Gov- 
if panda now stands near the 20-bil- 
lion-dollar mark. It is paying a variety 
of interest rates on this gene nyt 
ran from 3 per_cent to 4 per cent, 
pew gs put the annual interest 
charges on the indebtedness in the neigh- 
borhood of $600,000,000 to $800,000,000. 

The Dec. 15 issue of one-year Treasury 
certificates at % of 1 per cent was over- 
subscribed 16 times, more than four bil- 
lion dollars being offered. Another offer- 
ing of $350,000,000 four-year notes, bear- 
ing interest at 2% per cent, was over- 
subscribed 20 times, $6,666,000,000 being 
offered. Granted that there may have 
been some padding in the amounts re- 
quested by the various depositories, does 
not this indicate a tremendous surplus 
of unused credit lying idle in the banks? 

With the tremendous pressure being 
brought to bear to reduce Government 
expenses, can no way be devised to re- 
finance the Government’s indebtedness, 
to let it avail itself of the low interest 
rates? It seems very likely that there 
would be many takers at even lower 
rates, since there is a great deal of 
capital lying around drawing no interest 
at all. Such refinancing, too, would not 
increase the demand for capital and con- 
sequently raise the rates. The paid-off 
bonds would immediately become idle 
credit, supplanting that removed through 
new Treasury issues. Too, there is little 
prospect that such funds will be needed 
for further industrial expansion, unless 
it be through credit extended to housing 
developments. Hence the moneyed in- 
terests would be more willing to tie up 
their funds for a longer period of time.

No country was ever so unprepared ag the United 
States was for that major,role in which we were cast 
by the World War. Always a secure people, with the 
Atlantic upon one side of us and the Pacific upon the 
ther, we had never known exposure to the problems 
of the world, and so never dreamed that these prob- 
lems would some day be our own. Before the World 
War, the United States was chiefly interesting 
foreigners because of what Lord Bryce called our 
great political experiment. We. were not a Power in 
the European sense. We were not a creditor nation. 
An immensely successful people, enriched by the New 
World, we were still undeveloped in that sense which 
distinguishes the cosmos from the community. : 
The French writer, Andre Siegfried, told us all about 
this in his book, “America Comes of Age.” We saw 
ourselves through his scholarly and revealing eyés 


|far more clearly than we had ever seen ourselves 


with our own, 

The World War had closed the long provincial era 
in America as effectually as Commodore Perry had 
closed the provincial era in Japan three-quarters of 
a century before, as suddenly as Cortez. had closed 


ithe provincial era in Mexico early in the sixteenth 


century. President Fillmore had sent Commodore 
Perry to Japan for the purpose of establishing dip- 
lomatic and trade relations with the hermit nation.’ 
The naval officer gave the Japanese an industrial 
exposition of American products and manufactures, 
including the railway and the telegraph. 

Charmed and interested by such adyances from the 
Western world, the Japanese opened their minds and 
their ports, thus inaugurating the most astonish- 
ing era of progress in the history of any people. 
Within less than half a century, Japan had become 
one of the Powers. Her exports spread to every part 
of the world. - In turn, she became a market for 
every nation. Her students appeared in every great 
Western seat of learning. . 
Unfortunately, when America came of age she was 
not so charmed as Japan had been with the possibill- 
ties of the new era. Instead of doing what Japan 
had done, we closed both cur minds and our ports. 
The provincialism of the American people was al- 
most a phenomenon. “It is,” says. Siegfried, “the 
most difficult of all countries to understand.” We 
had long before detached ourselves politically and 
culturally from Europe. Now we proposed to detach 
Europe and all other parts of the world from us 
commercially. | 
Those natural contacts which we had enjoyed with 
so many of the European countries in the first cen- 
tury and a half of American history were broken by 
our revolt from England. Frem that timdon we 
became, in a sense, a hermit people. We were im- 
mense'y clannish. We fought ail our foreign wars 
with a spirit that must have been like that of the 
conquering hordes of Genghis Khan. We had grown 
to be a giant, one of the greatest swashbucklers of 
all time; but we did not realize, as Col: E. M. House 
points out in the current number of Foreign Affairs, 
that power and wealth, in addition to imposing grave 
obligations upon.us, also expose us to widespread re- 
sentment and envy. 

The World War, in which we were a participant 
from the moment it started, was our own equivalent 
of Commodcre Perry’s arrival in Japan. The FEuro- 
peans had something more to show us than watches, 
firearms, astronomical instruments, telegraphs and 
railroads. They showed us what Shakespeare has so 
melodiously called this mundane sphere. Do what we 
would, we were, inevitably drawn into that world of 
which we are a part. 

The greatest prop.et and the most forward-looking 
man among us was Woodrow Wilson. He conceived 
that the world 6f which we had found ourselves a 
part might be organized into an international society 
which would do away with war and all fits works. 
Our international bankers reacted to the revelation 
in a manner very characteristic of us. It could not 
have differed greatly from the manner in which the 
ingenuous Quakers first traded with the Indians. 
Our bankers let Germany have the money with which 
to pay reparations. They also financed the South 
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foreign governments to borrow. If we were not asked 
for money, we thrust it upom someone. | 


their investments abroad had mounted into billions 
of dollars, much of it probably lost. : Their domestic 
investments had followed everything to fantastic 
heights. The deflation in securities alone has been 
more than 60 billion dollars. The international bank- 
ers who had despoiled us were put in the public stocks 
by a Senate committee. They said they had suffered 
‘with the rest. | 

The situation was not much unlike what had hap- 
pened in Spain when she was enriched by the gold 
}of Mexico and Peru. Nor was jhe naivete of our 
internationa) bankers much unlike what our domestic 


‘| bankers and money lenders had done. The debt upon 


farm lands is nine and one-half billions; upon urban 
real estate three times as much. It is too great even 
for the gentle art of foreclosure. We had all spent 
money like water. As eminent an authority as Glenn 
Frank thinks inflation is the only way out. 

All the European writers who have studied the 
great depression agree that the collapse of the stock 
market in 1929 was a major factor. An impression 
had got about in the United States that we were all to 
be rich. Even an experienced industrialist like John 
J. Raskob went so far as to propose a people’s invest- 
ment trust, in which the meanest man would be a 
stockholder and a beneficiary. 

That prudence which Benjamin Franklin had ad- 
vocated was thrown. to the winds in the orgy of spec- 
ulation. The United States became a veritable Monte 
Carlo, in which thousands of seemingly shrewd peo- 
ple possessed the secret of{beating the system. More 
things turned to ashes on Black Thursday in the Unit- 
ed States than had ever turned to ashes in any for- 
mer phenomenon of the kind. It is easier to dig 
through the crust of Herctilaneum and Pompeii to 
find values than it is to dig through the ashes of 
Wall Street until something worth while is exhumed. 
The Mississippi Bubble, the adventures of the French 
bourse, the panics of the Goulds, the Drews and the 
Fisks, were all as nothing by comparison with what 
happened when Europe deluged us with her gold. 

At about the same time, our Congress passed the 
Hawley-Smoot tariff law. Excluding the goods of 
other nations, as it virtually did, it was of a piece 
with our great delusion of self-sufficiency. The Ras- 
kob scheme for making everybody rich, the Hoover 
augury of poverty avolished, the Coolidge myth of 
a better and rosier time under the benign rule of the 
bankers and*industrialists, were all matched by the 
Hawley-Smoot tariff. We had become a world Pow- 
er, a great creditor nation, a molder of the desti- 
nies of men everywhere, and yet turned our backs 
squarely upon everybody who sought to trade with us, 


ship in our new international role, The adventurer 
and the money lender sat in the seats of the mighty. 
It was a spectacle for Olympus. 

The average member of Congress is opposed to any 
amelioration of the war debts. He is opposed to the 
League of Nations, to the World Court. He wants a 
big army and navy. Such is the parochialism of 
America, the growing pains of a great nation coming 
of agé. The British said when they sent their major 
note on the war debts that they were addressing not 
only our Government but the American people. | 

The French also addressed the American people. 
They all realize, as members of the British Parlia- 
ment put it in a debate on the war debts last Friday, 
that we are a people of many diverse elements and 
areas, a congeries for which the Government cannot 
hope to speak. That was where Mr. Hoover made his 
great miscalculation. He thought we would back him 
up if he could trade the war debts to a degree for 
the reparations. We have not done so. He is bigger 
than we are. So was Woodrow Wiison. Both had a 
vision in which we strangely could not share. It is 
not altogether that we are without leaders;. we some- 
times cannot be led. 

It is impossible to foresee how immediately the 
recent revolt in Europe against the war debts will af- 
fect public opinion in the United State. We must 
give America time to rise to the stature of that giant 
part which she must inevitably play. Time alone is

Russia’s foreign policy consisted for so long of a 
scornful, even defiant, attitude toward other nations 
that news of a formal apology from Moscow, even 
though not directly from the Government, has an air 
of decided novelty. England is the recipient of this 
diplomatic innovation, proffered by the editor of Iz- 
vestia, official Soviet Government newspaper. The 
occasion was an article printed by Izvestia, accusing 
the British Intelligence Service of manufacturing 
evidence that Stalin was fomenting civil war in In- 
dia. This aroused a storm of protest in England, and 
an apology was demanded. The Russian Ambassador 
now has told the British Foreign Office that the ed- 
itor was misinformed by a correspondent, and -ac- 
cordingly sent his regrets.

ston Churchill asked, according to a wireless dispatch 
to the New York Times, when the Under-secretary 
for Foreign Affairs gave the news to the House of 
Commons. “Yes, I think it was,” came the reply. It 
was, indeed, although only a small point was involved. 
For it shows a glimmer of doubt illuminating the 
doctrine of Soviet infallibility, and a new desire to 
observe the amenities, rather than to wax indignant 
when Russia is in the wrong. Russia’s desire to 
promote trade and non-aggression treaties with other 
nations is, of course, at the bottom of this con- 
ciliatory attitude, and the immediate objective in 
this case is resumption of business relations with 
England, abrogated by the latter after the Ottawa con- 
ference.

The lame duck session is waddling around in its 
customary aimlessness and getting nowhere. This is 
the last such session we shall witness, and it is a 
costly spectacle. There is so much that ought to 
be done. Here is a crisis which, seemingly, would 
inspire all men in responsible position to great ef- 
fort. Instead, personal pique, partisan politics and 
shopworn prejudices are obstructing legislative ac- 
complishment. oa 

The situation, as viewed by our Washington cor- 
respondent, portends an extra session, shortly after 
the new administration takes over affairs, which will 
continue on the job for more than a year. That pros- 
pect need not be disconcerting. Conditions demand 
the best service our political brains can give, as well 
as our industrial.and economic brains. And our po- 
litical brains can function effectively only when Con- 
gress is in session. 

One of the many mistakes of the present adminis- 
tration was Mr. Hoover's obstinate refusal to sum- 
mon Congress back to ‘Washington during the long, 
trying summer of 1931. No one can have forgotten 
the frantic calls from the White House of the’ lead- 
ers of both parties in June of that year when the 
moratorium on war débts and reparations was pro- 
posed as an eleventh-hour emergency operation. Had 
Congress been in session then, as we belidve it should

administrative action. As it was, it had the appear- 
ance of an executive ‘decree, notwithstanding the ap- 
proval of party leaders. In blunt fact, it had a dic- 
tatorial flavor. 

Congress resented it. That resentment still smolders 
in the legislative attitude toward the war debts. But 
if Congress had had its proper part in formulating 
the moratorium, had had the information on which 
the President acted, had been made officially aware 
of the urgent necessities of the case, had read Presi- 
dent von Hindenburg’s Macedonian plea to President 
Hoover—if that had been the procedure, it is fair in- 
ference that an enlightened Congress, co-responsible 
with the President for the moratorium, might today 
take an enlightened position: on the war debts. 

It may not be within the compass of legislation ‘to 
lift us out of the depression, though it is pretty gen- 
erally recognized that except for relief, legislatively 
applied, we. should be deeper in the mire than we 
are. What is apparent is that a capable direction 


of our foreign policy is now a vitally important fac- | 


tor, and, of course, there can be no capable direction 
of foreign policy with Congress on vacation. We are 
speaking, of course, of a Congress commissioned by 
the peopie to undertake the task of governing; not 
of a group of repudiated politicians who have failed.

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The Great Delusion 
OUR TIMES: 1909-1914. By Mark Sullivan. 

{Charles Scribner's Sons, New York City.) 

INCE the curious persuasion became 
S general in the world that somehow 

democracy was triumphant and the peo- 
ple had at last become the masters of their 
destiny, perhaps no work has appeared that 
can so accurately be described by the ex- 
pression, “democratic history,” as can “Our 
Times,’ by Mark Sullivan. 

Wells’ “Outline of History” was demo- 
cratic in the sense that the entire story of 
mankind was revised in keeping with the 
proletarian point of view; and with what 
solid satisfaction to the flattered many, the 
enormous popular success of the world 
would seem to attest. It was distinctly a 
doctrinaire’s reinterpretation; and whatever 
may have been its value in presenting all 
history as an organic continuity, a less hys- 
terical and better educated posterity can 
hardly take Wells’ judgment seriously in 
certain realms of value where the proleta- 
rian spirit cannot reasonably be expected 


-to operate otherwise than as the proverbial 


bull in the china shop. 

Mark Sullivan, on the other hand, is the 
shrewd and urbane reporter of popular 
moods and fashions and unconscious trends. 
The outstanding public figures emerging 
from the great mass drifting with the winds 
of the going persuasions, seem, when the 
book is closed, precisely what they had to 
be in such a time—the objective embodi- 
ments; the articulate champions of the 
moods and whims, the desires and necessi- 
ties of the inarticulate many. 

Mr. Sullivan has no social doctrine to 
inculcate, no thesis of any sort to support, 
and his mildly philosophical bent is em- 
ployed, not in the tracing of a large com- 
prehensive pattern, such as a lonely height 
of time may reveal, but with the fitting to- 
gether of minor details in the immediate 
picture. However the future social histor- 
ians may deal with the material that Sulli- 
van is preserving for them, that the material 
is accurately presented and rich in the 
human stuff of vital history no one is like- 
ly to question. 


With each new volume, and the one here 
listed is the fourth, it becomes more ap- 
parent that a truly important source work 
is in the making; the more important in 
that it deals with the pivotal generation in 
what is undoubtedly one of the major 
changes in all history.’ The work, beginning 
in 1900 and soon to reach our own per- 
plexed and ominous moment, must be seen, 
in the last analysis, to deal with the gen- 
eration of the Great Delusion.

These are the years in which Henry Ford 
emerged as a virtual Messiah of Material- 
ism, preaching and practicing the gospel of 
unco-ordinated mass production that was 
somehow destined to make all men rich. 
Just how this could be was set forth even by 
very distinguished economists, and many of 
the great captains of industry were heard 
to swell the chorus of delusion.

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A large group of Mexican photo- 
graphs taken last summer by Alexan- 
der Piaget has been added to the 
Architects’ and Artists’ Affiliated 
Exhibit in the St. Louis Mart. These 
enlargements have been selected by 
Piaget from 800 photographs taken. 
They are not amateur snapshots, 
but artistic pictures taken by a pro- 
fessional photographer of architec- 
tural subjects. 

The trip was made largely by au- 
tomboile over new roads which en- 
abled the party to reach places 
which hitherto could be reached 
only on horseback after days of 
travel.

FREIGHT RATE CASE 
RE-OPENED BY LC. 0. 


Néw. Study to Determine 
Whether Year-Old Surcharges 
Ate. to Be Continued. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—A new 
study of the freight rate situation 
was ordered today by the. Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. The 
purpose of the inquiry is to deter- 
mine whether rate surcharges au- 


thorized a yeer ago shall be con- 
tinued. The carriers, urging the 
extension, will present evidence on 
Dec. 2S and opposition statements 
are to be filed by Jan. 15. 

The case was reopened in re- 
sponse to a petition filed by the 
American Railway Association ask- 
ing a continuance of the _ sur- 
charges, which unless otherwise or- 
dered by the commission would au- 
tomatically expire on March 31, 
1933. 

The application also asked that 
the pooling arrangement decreed 
by the commission be discontinued 
and that each railroad retain the 
money derived from the increases. 
Under the plan now in effect the 
Railroad Credit Corporation, oper- 
ated by the carriers, collects the 
money and lends it to roads need- 
ing cash to meet interest and other 
fixed charges. 

The commission in today’s order 
specified that it will study only 
questions of whether the sur- 
charges shall be continued as at 
present; the length of time they 
shall be continued and whether the 
plan for disposition of the revenue 
shall be changed. 

It specifically barred the ques- 
tion whether the present sur- 
charges shail be increased or ex- 
tended commodities other than 
those on which they now apply. It 
also barred evidence bearing on the 
propriety of reducing or eliminat- 
ing the surcharges.

INGREASE IN SPITE 


H. B. Wallace Reports 110 
\ New Businesses Estab- 
in 12 Months, 


105 ALREADY HERE 
- MAKE EXPANSIONS 


Investment in Area _ In- 
creased $5,683,050 and 
Work Provided for 2539 
-Workers. 


The acquisition of 110 new indus- 
tries and the expansion of 105 ex- 
isting industries in the St. Louis 
industrial district were announced 
yesterday in the annual report of 
Harry B. Wallace, chairman of the 
governors of the Industrial Bureau 
of the Industrial Club. The report 
covers December, 1931, and the first 
11 months of this year. 7 

The new industries and expan- 
sions required the construction of 
424,605 square feet of new factory 
and warehouse space and absorbed 
1,374,245 square feet of old space, 
making a total of 1,798850 square 
feet of space. The industrial in- 
vestment in the district was _  in- 
creased $5,683,050 and employment 
was furnished for 2539 additional 
workers. 

“One significant thing in this 
year’s activities,” Wallace reports, 
“is the fact that small industries 
seem to be increasing in number. 
I do not know whether this is a 
tendency toward decentralization or 
not, but the number of small indus- 
tries starting in the last year is 
larger than that for any period in 
the last six years. 

“The 1932 figures, as compared 
with those of last year, show in- 
creases, notwithstanding the na- 
tion-wide business depression. For 
example. 43 more new industries 
came to this community this year’ 
than were established last year; 
there were recorded 36 more expan- 
sions gf*existing industries in 1932% 
than in 1931; an increase is shown 
over the 12 months preceding the 
absorption of old space to the ex- 
tent of 240,045 square feet; and an 
increase of industrial investment of 
$1,178,550 is indicated.”

Southern California's brilliant 

campaign to prove its claim, for the

_try, will come to-a close Jan. 1, in 
the Rose Bowl at Pasadena. 
’ The Pittsburgh Panthers, a 
powerful unbeaten eleven and one 
which conquered Notre Dame by 
practically the same score as did 
Southern California, will furnish 
the opposition and that this will be 
of the strongest thére is no doubt 
whatever. 

If comparative scores Mean an,~- 
thing, Southern California is likely 
to prove the victor, for, on a line 
through Stanford, it figures to be 

gone touchdown better than the 
Papthers. 

But a touchdown on papef is just 
no margin at all in these days, 
when a pass snatched out of the 
eir after a desperate heave may 
beat a team that had strength 
enough to march 80 yards up to an 
opponent’s goal line, only to fumble 
the ball. i 

Trojans Have a Great Line. 

Southern California’s game 
against Notre Dame made a great 
impression on the listeners-in. From 
the kick-off the Trojans showed a 
great line, one almost invincible, 
some of the finest kicking and 
punting strategy that has been dis- 
played this year on any gridiron, 
greater versatility of attack than 
“the Irish” and field generalship 
that made the Notre Dame master- 
minding appear of the kindergarten 
variety. 

The game was a masterpiéce of 
good headwork on the part of the 
Coast men and if they were some- 
what aided by good fortune, that’s 
vsually the lot of the more alert 
and intelligent elevén. 

The Pittsburgh team is a rather 
sluggish scoring eleven. Its defense 
will probably prove equal to that 
of the Southern Californians.

International Referee, on Soccer in 
which he gives some valuable points 
on refereering, one of the hardest 
tasks in sport, since there are 80 
many small rule infractions to 
walth. 


By Capt. A. J. Prince-Cox. 


HE most difficult task in foot- 
is refereeing; but my trav- 

els in football, which embrace 
every European country where the 
game is played, have taught me one 
lesson, a lesson which must be 
learned by all who hope to succeed 
in this very difficult task. From 
the very start of every match the 
referee must convince the players 
that he is the master, and that he 
will stand no nonsense from y- 
one; player or club official. 

I recall refereeing in Spain when 
an excited linesman rushed on to 
the field and told me I should have 
given a penalty kick to his side. I 
could not speak Spanish, nor he 
English, except for the word “pén- 
alty.” Here was a problem. [If I 
had been weak and allowed this 
linesman to overrule my judgment 
I should have been in trouble with 
the crowd. Gently I led him back 
to his line and left him there. 

There was no fuss, no bother, but 
the crowd knew who was in charge; 
and so did the players. I have had 
players who, because I could not 
speak their language, have thought 
they could take advantage. They 
have soon learned better, and this 
handling of players is to be my 
first step in assisting refereés. ' 


Must Not “Bully” Players.

career, in the English Football

I do not believe in treating men 
as though they were naughty 
school boys. When a player does 


something which I think is wrong | 


I do not stop the play and make 
him walk up to me to be publicly 
admonished. If I want to say any- 
thing to him, I give my ruling, 
start the game, and then run along- 
side the player concerned, and tell 
him that I saw his action, and, if 
there is a repetition, I shall take 
more drastic steps. I am always 
prepared to warn any man twice 
in this way. 

But this simple little thing, of 
not making a player appear fool- 
ish before the vast crowd, usually 
has its effect. I do not make him 
fee] chastened, with the result that 
he returns my effort by careful at- 
tention to his conduct.- I try to 
treat footballers as men like my- 
self. It pays. 

Don’t Be an Actor. 


To you referees, I say, avoid all 
effects of the actor. Blow your 
whistle, give your decision, and get 
on with the game. Wild rushing 
about the field tends to make the 
crowd and players laugh at you. 
Do not be in a hurry to give your 
decisions. It does not take a frac- 
tion of a second to study what has 
happened. Once you have blown 
your whistle, you must stand by it. 
What I am going to say may ap- 
pear dogmatic. You must never 
be wrong, and you must not change 
a verdict, after once giving it. You

These are general rules of con- 
trol, but no man can control unless 
he knows exactly what he is do- 
ing. Every point in the Laws of, 
Football must be ready in your 
mind. When I go to referee in 
Germany, I go to the trouble of 
getting a translated copy of the 
laws as they apply in Germany. 
There are one or two minute dif- 
ferences compared with the laws 
in England, but I know those dif- 
ferences. Neither I, nor you, nor 
any man can administer the laws 
unless we have them perfectly as- 
similated. 


Great Help to Official. 


Now I am going to help you, I 


think, by telling you of a:great im-/| Chét Beer 


provement which we have perfect- 
ed in England. You know how dif- 
ficult it is to see all that happens 
in the goal-area when a corner 
kick is taken. You should stand 
by the goalpost nearest where the 
kick is being taken. You must be 
in position to see whether or not 
the ball goes over the line. You 
must watch the ball, which means 
you cannot also watch what the 
players are doing behind your back. 
This has caused much concern. 

To get over this difficulty, we 
now bring the linesman, who is on 
the side of the field opposite to 
where the kick is being taken, to a 
position at the other side of the 
goal to where we are standing. A 
simple thing, but it means that the 
whole goal area is under supervi- 
sion. The diagram given here 
shows exactly what I mean. The 
kick is being taken from the right, 
the players in the goal mouth are 
indicated by crosses, the referee by 
a circle, and the linesman by a 
cross inside a circle. 

Nothing can now happen, as you 
will see, in the goalmouth, without 
the linesman being aware of it, and 
he can tell the referee, and so pre- 
vent unfair play. I propose to give 
in each article a problem for you 


My first happened to me in a First 
Division game of the English 
League. A player shot the ball into 


the ball and kicked it to the center 
of the field, but when the center 
forward put it on the spot, he found 
that the ball was burst, and he 
claimed that no - goal could be 
scored, as the ball did not meet 
with the law’s requirements ‘as to 
size and dimensions.

Governor’“Emmerson's research commit- 
tee, during the 18 months it has been at 
work, has spared no pains to uncover every 
fact that might have a possible bearing on 
the old town's appearance. The committee 
is made up of six men—Harry H. Cleve- 
land, director of the State Department of 
Public Works and Buildings; Paul M. 
Angle, Secretary of the Illinois State His- 
torical Society; C. Herrick Hammond, State 
supervising architect; Joseph F. Booton, 
chief draftsman of the State Division of 
Architecture and Engineering; Dr. C. M. 
Service, departmental inspector of the De- 
partment of Public Works and Buildings, 
and Thomas P. Reep, author and Lincoln 
biographer. 


HESE men have studied all available 
records in the courthouses at Spring- 
field and Petersburg, county seat of Menard 
County. They have searched through all 
Lincoln biographies and other books bear- 
ing on his connection with New Salem. 
They have interviewed old residents of the 
county and carried on extensive exploration 
on the village site itself. Under the direc- 
tion of Charles Olsen, 80-year-old resident 
of the community, who remembers how the 
remains of the town l@oked when he was a 
boy. they have excavated old foundations 
and probed in the soil around about for 
remains of timbers which might indicate 
lean-tos and additions or outside cellars. 
Through these measures the investigators 
have been able to determine many facts 
about the size and shape of houses which 
the stone foundations ‘alone did not supply. 
As the facts are obtained they are set 
down in permanent booklet form so that 
each step taken in the restoration scheme 
will be backed up by the reasons for taking 
it. For example, here is a paragraph from 
data on the Berry & Lincoln store drawn 
from Thomas P. Reep’s “Lincoln at New 
Salem.” It read: 

“The Berry & Lincoln store, north of 
Main street, was a one-story frame build- 
ing consisting of two rooms, a large room 
in front with a small room adjoining on the 
north. Part of the original stone founda- 
tion, particularly the four corners and the

The Wives of Presidents, Like Most Women, Outlive Their Husbands

HAT women usually out- 
live their husbands is a 
statement frequently made 
and apparently authenti- 
cated by census figures. 
The wear and tear of busi- 
ness responsibility and the 
strenuous activity of political, indus- 
trial and scientific pursuits, it is con- 
tended, take several years from the 
man’s life, while the wife at home, 
pursuing her duties of housekeeper, 
social arbiter and family shepherd, is 
subject to less strain and, as a conre- 
quence, still has a féw years left after 
attending the funeral of her husband. 

It is interesting to note how the rule 
of wife outliving husband applies to 
Presidents and thetr wives. On the 
surface, it would seem to be borne out 
with rather startling emphasis. Only 
one former President of the United 
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States survives —- Calvin Coolidge, 
while besides Mrs. Coolidge there are 
five wives of former Presidents, or 
rather widows of former Presidents, 
still alive. They are Mrs. Benjamin 
Harrison, Mrs. Thomas J. Preston, 
formerly Mrs. Grover Cleveland; 
Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt, Mrs. Wil- 
liam Howard Taft and Mrs. Woodrow 
Wilson. 

Closer examination of the facts, 
however, throws a somewhat different 
light on the question. Not only were all 
of these women younger than their hus- 
bands, but three of them-——-Mrs. Har- 
rison, Mrs. Roosevelt and Mrs. Wilson 
~-were second wives, the three men 
having already outlived one wife each 
before they married second wives. Be- 
tween the Roosevelts and the Tafts 
the difference in age was not great. 
The second Mrs. Roosevelt was only 
three years younger than T. R. and 
Mrs. Taft only four years younger than 
her husband. But in the other three 


cases the difference was considerable. 
Harrison was 25 years the senior of 
his wife. Cleveland was 27 years old- 
er than Mrs. Cleveland and Wilson was 
16 years older than the second Mrs. 
Wilson. 

The rule, however, not only says 
that women usually outlive their hus- 
bands, but that their life span is longer. 


ND they have better than an 
A even chance of reaching greater 

ages. Statistics back up this 
statement, too. The expectation: of 
life for @ woman at  ~Oobirth is 
57.52 years, while for a man 
it is 65.33 years. Expectation of life 
changes for both after they reach the 
age of 40. At 40 a woman may ex- 
pect to reach the age of 69 and a man 
may count on living past his sixty- 
sixth birthday. Two of the women 
mentioned-—Mrs. Roosevelt and Mrs. 
Harrison— already have passed more 
milestones than did their husbands. 
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Mrs. Benjamin Harrison. 


Benjamin Harrison died in 1901 at the 
age of 68. Mrs. Harrison is still liv- 
ing at 74. Theodore Roosevelt died 
at 61 in 1919. Mrs. Roosevelt is al- 
ready 71. Mrs. Taft, now 71, bids 
fair to reach a greater age than did 
her husband, who died two years ago 
at 73, and Mrs. Preston and Mrs. Wil- 
son are, to use a life insurance expres- 
sion, ‘good risks’’ to attain greater 
ages than did Cleveland and Wilson. 

Mrs. Preston, now 68, is still three 
years short of the age at which her 
first husband, Grover Cleveland, died 
in 1908. He was 49 and President of 
the United States and she was 22, just 
graduated from college, when they 
were married in the White House in 
1886. 

Mrs. Cleveland was the youngest 
First Lady the country ever had, but 
opinion generally conceded that she 
filled the position with tact and grace. 
After the expiration of President 
Cleveland's second term in 1896 the

The LABORATORY MURDER

SSENTIALLY, I 
suppose, this is a 
detective story. If 
you fellows are go- 
ing to consider it a 
detective story I'll 
have to begin with 
an apology. The 
apology is for the 
detective. This 
story hasn't got a regular story-book 
detective— long, lean, ascetic, hook- 
nosed, supegpilious, eccentric. I'm sor- 
ry; I’d like*to make Charlie Kamp just 
that kind of detective, but I can’t. He 
wasn’t like that at all. First of all, 


Charlie would fall down as a regular 


story detective because of his name. 
Every detective story I’ve ever seen 
had a detective with some slinky 
sounding name, but there isn’t any- 
thing mysterious about the name Char- 
lie. A man that people call Charlie 
is usually a regular fellow, and that’s 
what Charlie was: hail-fellow, well- 
met, chunky, fat-faced and amiable. He 
was professor of organic chemistry at 
the university, and he knew about all 
one man can know about organic 
chemistry, but he didn’t pretend to 
know anything about ancient civiliza- 
tions in Egypt or the mathematics of 
the quantum theory or astronomy, and 
he would have laughed at anybody who 
accused him of using cocaine. He'd 
have been as surprised as anybody else 
if you'd told him 19 years ago, when 
he first came to teach on 
our campus, that he was go- 
ing to be the central figure 
in the unraveling of a mys- 
tery. Funny things happen, 
though. 

The events that finally 
culminated in this Thompson 
mess began a couple of years 
ago, when Baxter and Ken- 
dall came to the university.

koff was concertmaster of the Sym- 
phony Orchestra, and Kudolph Ganz, 
pianist, was the orchestra's conductor. 

Gusikoff had called at the Ganz 
apartment on Clara avenue one after- 
noon, where they were to practice for 
a joint performance of the Cesar 
Franck Sonata for violin and piano. 
As they were about to begin practicing 
Gusikoff noticed a newly framed pho- 
tograph: standing on the piano. It was 
the photograph of a young lady, and it 
seemed to exercise a sudden fascina- 
tion for the violinist, for he picked it 
up and scanned it closely. 

“Who is this. beauty?’ 
asked the pianist. 

“She's a pianist,’ Mr. Ganz replied. 
“You'll meet her soon.”

Kryl appeared in St. Louis as soloist 
with the Symphony Orchestra and 
played the F-Minor Chopin Concerto 
for piano and orchestra. Mr. Ganz con- 
ducted the orchestra, and just a few 


Gusikoff, of course, was introduced 
to Miss Kryl, and this personal meet- 
ing completed the devastation the pho- 
tograph had already begun. Anh ar- 
dent young musician, himself just 
turned 27, Gusikoff immediately began 
to-pay court to the young pianist. 
However, Miss Kryl’s father, Bohumir 
Kryl, had accompanied his daughter to 
St. Louis to attend her performances 
with the orchestra. At first he was 
quite pleased at the concertmaster’s in- 

terest in his daughter, and took for 

granted that it was inspired sole- 
ly by admiration for her mu- 
sicianship. But there was 
a certain exaltation in 
Mr. Gusikoff’s face 

as he stood by the 
piano when Miss 
Kryl was playing at 

the home where they 
were stopping, and 
this caused Mr. Kryl 

to suspect that the 
concertmaster very 
probably wasn't even 
listening to the notes 

the yeung lady was 
producing. After 
that, Mr. Kryl some- 
how happened always 

to be present when 

Mr. Gusikoff called. 

A few days later 
Mr. Ganz observed 
that his concertmas- 
ter was looking no- 
ticeably depressed. 
He inquired the rea- 
son, and Gusikoff ex- 
plained. He was mad- 
ly in love with Miss 
Kryl, he confessed, 
but he could never 
be alone with her 
long enough to in- 
form her of the fact 
with proper elo- 
quence. 

“T want to propose 
to her,”’ Gusikoff ad- 
mitted to the aston- 
ished Mr. Ganz, “‘but 
I never have a 

chance to. It's driving me mad.” 

It then developed that Gusikoff had 
not yet learned of Mr. Kryl's disap- 
proval of marriage for his daugh- 
ter before she reached 30, or of 
the fortune he had promised her 
if she observed his wish. Mr. Ganz 
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wait until she is 30!”’ 

Mr. Ganz, considerably older than 
Gusikoff and wise in the ways of infat- 
uated youth and its extravagant prom- 
ises, smiled and said no more. But as 
it turned out, Gusikoff has done exact- 
ly as he promised. He waited. 

Miss Kryl ultimately changed her 
mind about marriage necessarily being 
the graveyard of art. And her father, 
when informed of his daughter’s mar- 
riage at the municipal building in New 
York, said he was well pleased. 


ITH Marie, as with her sister, 
VW marriage promises to enlarge 

her sphere of musical activity. 
Josephine’s husband, Paul Taylor 
White, as composer and assistant con- 
ductor of the Rochester Symphony Or- 
chestra, has materially assisted her 
artistic development. Marie Kryl and 
her husband likewise plan to work to- 
gether in music. 

Marie Kryl studied under Heniot 
Levey of Chicago, Rudolph Ganz and 
Harold Bauer, has concertized widely 
and appeared with leading symphony 
orchestras as soloist in this country 
and abroad. Gusikoff was a child prod- 
igy who completely fulfilled his early 
promise. At 12 he toured with Mme. 
Emma Calve. When he came to St. 
Louis in 1917 to be concertmaster of 
the orchestra, then under the baton of 
Max Zach, be was the youngest man 
in this country to hold such a respon- 
sible position with a major orchestra. 

After leaving St. Louis he served 
as concertmaster with the Philadelphia 
Symphony, resigning from the latter 
organization to devote himself, to radio 
solo playing and conducting and to 
composing. He recently completed his 
first major composition, American 
Concerto: A Jazz Fantasie. It is the 
first work of ite kind composed for 
the violin and orchestra, being a jazz 
concerto in classical form. Efrem 
Zimbalist recently played it at his Car- 
negie Hall recital, where it was widely 
acclaimed by public and critics. Gusi- 
koff has also played it with Paul 
Whiteman’s orchestra in Carnegie 
Hall and with the Philadelphia Sym- 
phony and the National Symphony of 
Washington. Critics hail it as the 
most significant adaptation of jazz 
elements to classical form since ‘‘The 
Rhapsodie in Blue,” and on the 
strength of it predict a brilliant fu- 
ture for Gusikoff as a composer. 
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its way to the Mississippi water 
course, carrying Denton Offut's 
cargo of pork to New Orleans. 
Somebody said the young man’s 
name was Abrahain Lincoin anda 
that he was from over about 
Springfield. 

That summer, the river trip 
completed, the same young man 
came back to New Salem to live. 
Denton Offut had decided to open 
& store in the village, and Abra- 
ham Lincoln was his clerk. 

Offut's enthusiasm about his 
new clerk ran so high that he 
made several statements generally 
considered extravagant. “He 
knows more than any man in the 
United States,” Offut is said to 
have declared. ‘Some day he will 
be President... . He can outrun, 
outlift and  out- 
wrestle any man. 
in the county.” 

The Clary’s 
Grove boys, a 
group of ‘boister- 
ous young bloods, 
heard about this 
and decided some- 
thing ought to be 
done. The upshot 
was that Bill Clary, 
who ran a saloon 
and grocery a few 
steps from Offut’s 
store, put up a bet 
of $10 with Offut 
that Lineoln 
couldn't throw 
Jack Armstrong, 
the accepted cham- 
pion of the neigh- 
borhood. A. level 
spot next to Of- 
fut’s store was 
the scene of the encounter and 
sports came 50 miles to see the 
tussle. Lincoln, with his long 
arms, neld off the muscular cham- 
pion until Armstrong lost his tem- 
per and attempted foul tactics. 
Lincoln then lifted him from the 
ground, shook him and slammed 
him on his back. A general fight 
was threatened, but Armstrong 
broke it up, shook his opponent's 
hand and declared: ‘‘He’s the best 
feller that ever broke into this 
settiement.’”’ 

All homes were open to Lincoln 
after that. He was adopted. Peo- 
ple called on him to settle their 
disputes and judge their horse 
races and chicken fights. His nick- 
name of ‘‘Honest Abe’’ was the 
outgrowth of an incident, celebrat- 
ed in all the Lincoln story books, 
that occurred when he was clerk- 
ing in Offut’s store. One of Of- 
fut’s woman customers overpaid 
the clerk by 6 cents, and Lincoln 
walked six miles that night to re- 
turn the money. Many famous an- 
ecdotes of Lincoln's early life 
revolve about his connection with 
this log cabin store. It was there 
he won the wager that he could 
lift a barrel of whisky and take a 
drink out of the bunghole. It was 
there he thrashed the loafer who 
was careless about his language in 
the presence of women. It was 
during times of slack business at 
the store that he split rails for his 
employer. During this period of 
clerkship, also, he laid the founda- 
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Lions for his education by studying 
mathematics and. grammar, labor- 
ing over his books at night, when 
the rest of the village was asleep. 

The Berry & Lincoln store rep- 
resented Lincoln's choice between 
learning the blacksmith’s trade 
and going into business fer him- 
self. This was after the Offut 
store had failed—Denton Offut 
drank too much liquor out of his 
own stock, villagers said—and aft- 
er Lincoln had come home from 
the Black Hawk campaign. 


INCOLN’S partner in this ven- 

) Ree was William F. Berry, 
who turned out to be even a 
poorer business man than Offut. 
He drank and played poker. Lin- 
colin read Shakespeare and Burns. 
He would go off fishing with Jack 
Kelso and sit by the hour listening 
while this amiable backwoods lit- 
erateur read poetry. The store did 
not prosper. It was locked most 
of the time. But it was the scene 
of the occurrence that started Lin- 
coln on his way to the study of law. 
A mover came by one day, head- 
ing west in a covered wagon, Car! 
Sandburg relates in his ‘“‘Abraham 
Lincoln.’’ He sold Lincoln a bar- 
rel, which Lincoln bought merely 
to be obliging. He paid 50 cents 
for it. Later, upén emptying rub- 
bish out of the barrel, he found at 
the bottom. Blackstone’s ‘‘Com-

gland.”’ He had heard lawyers 
say that students of law should 
read Blackstone first. Here pure 
chance had placed it in his hands. 
He made the most of his oppor- 
tunity, as subsequent events were 
to show. In the restoration of New 
Salem, a barrel will stand in front 
of the rebuilt Berry: & Lincoln 
store, commemorating this episode. 

Ann Rutledge appears to have 
entered Lincoln's life quite with- 
out her own knowledge, soon after 
his arrival in the village. ‘She was 
just 18 then, a slim girl, with 
corn-silk hair, blue eyes and a 
pink complexion. She was one of 
the four daughters of James Rut- 
ledge, keeper of the tavern, and 
was generally conceded to be the 
most beautiful specimen of. wom- 
anhood in the entire region. Suit- 
ors were many and inost of them 
unsuccessful. John McNeil (whose 
real mame was said to be McNa- 
mer), partner of Samuel Hill in the 
town's leading store and consid- 
ered a ‘‘good catch’’ by the wo- 
menfolk, was far in the lead—so 
far that Lincoln did not consider 
himself a suitor, or even a pros- 
pective one. He contented himseif 
with adoration from a distance. 

It was not that he and Ann 
weren't often together. They 
were. He spent many evenings 
with the Rutledge family at the 
tavern. James Rutledge admired 
him and predicted a great future 


for him; liked to have him 
around. He read and romped with 
the Rutledge children. He even 
helped Anu through some of the 
difficulties of Kirkham’s Gram- 
mar. But when alone with her, 
bashfulness overwhelmed him, the 
biographers relate — bashfulness 
and thie melancholy conviction that 
such a lovely creature must re- 
main forever beyond his reach. 

“After the first evening in 
which Lincoln sat next to her,” 
Sandburg writes, ‘‘and found that 
the bashful words tumbling from 
his tongue’s end really spelled 
themselves out into sensible talk, 
her face, as he went away, kept 
coming back. So often all else 
would fade out of his mind and 
there would be only this riddle of 
a pink-fair face, a mouth and eyes 
in a frame of light corn-silk hair. 
He could ask himself what it 
meant and search his heart for an 
answer, and no answer would 
come. A trembling took his body 
and dark waves ran through him 
sometimes when she spoke so sim- 
ple a thing as ‘The corn is getting 
up high, isn’t it?’ ”’ 


OUR years had passed and 
Fr eincoia at 26, was already 
a member of the State Leg- 
islature when first he dared to as- 
sume the role of suitor. McNeil, or 
McNanier, to whom Ann was be- 
trothed, had gone back to New 
York. to visit his relatives and, 
writing but seldom, had delayed 
his return by one excuse after an- 
other, until Ann had written to him 
that she expected release from her 
pledge. She was humiliated and 
hurt, and it was the awkward but 
kindly Abe Lincoln who brought 
solace. They walked together in the 
moonlight, talked of their plans. 
Ann was proud of Lincoln. He 
would go far in the world and she 
would go with him.. She would go 
to Jacksonville in the fall for a 
term at the young ladies’ acad- 
emy and he would divide 
his time between the Legisla- 
ture and the study of law in 
Iiinois College. Then he would 


get from under his heavy burden 
of debt and they would be married. 

James Rutledge had sold his 
tavern to the Onetotts and moved 
to a farm on Sand Ridge, so the 
courtship, in its latter days, in- 
volved travel. Lincoln rode horse- 
back six or seven miles to the farm 
when he paid Ann a call. That, 
however, was no burden. As Car! 
Sandburg describes it, ‘‘He was 26, 
she was 22; the earth was their 
footstool; the sky was a sheaf of 
blue dreams; the rise of the blood- 
gold rim of a full moon in the eve- 
ning was almost too much to live, 
see and remember.’’ 

It was the summer of 1835. 
With luck, they would be married 
within another year. Then came 
tragedy. Sandburg writes: 

‘August of that summer came. 
Corn and grass, fed by rich rains 
in May and June, stood up stunt- 
ed of growth, for want of more 
rain. The red berries on the hon- 
eysuckle refused to be glad. The 
swallows and martins came fewer. 

“To the homes of the settlers 
came chills and fever of malaria. 
Lincoln had been down, and up, 
and down again with aching bones, 
taking large spoons of Peruvian 
bark, boneset tea, and calomel. 
One and another of his friends had 
died; for some he had helped nail 
together sthe burial boxes. 

“Ann Rutledge lay 
burned. Daye passed: help ar- 
rived and was helpless. Moans 
caine from her for the one man 
of her thoughts. They sent for 
him. He rode out from New Sa- 
lem to the Sand Ridge farm. They 
let him in; they left the two to- 
gether and alone a last hour in 
the log house, with slants of light 
on her face from an open, clap- 
board door. Jt was two days later 
that death came. 

“There was what they called a 
funeral, a decent burial of the 
body in the Concord burying 
ground, seven miles away. Lin- 
coln sat for hours with no words 
for those who asked him to speak 
to them. They went away from 
nim, krowing he would be alone,
